“Not that the Judges failed to de- 
liberate, but that they did deliber- 
ate; not that they were exposed to 
temptation, but that they sought 
temptation and decided the case for 
two despicable purposes: One, to 
give petitioner’s money to respond- 
ent; the other, to enable pawnbrok- 
ers, lessors and payees in innumer- 
able installment purchase contracts 
of automobiles, baby buggies, elec- 
tric refrigerators, household goods, 
musical instruments, radios, sewing 
machines, vacuum cleaners, wash- 
ing machines and a thousand other 
articles, to garner a harvest of pen- 
alties, which was approved by the 
Judges of the State Supreme 
Court.” 

The Supreme Court refused to re- 
view decisions of the Califorpia 
courts, which held the $10,000 was 
paid to obtain the lease and the 
Lange Co. was entitled to $2982 un- 
paid rent from the garage in addi- 
tion to the deposit. 


Minnis in Practice in St. Louis for 
20 Years. 

Minnis, who is 69 years old and 
lives at Los Altos, Cal., resided in 
St. Louis from 1900 to about 1920. 
From 1915 to 1919 he was vice-pres- 
ident and general solicitor of the 
Wabash Railway. 

Educated at William Jewell Col- 
lege, Liberty, Mo., and admitted to 
the bar in 1887, he was Prosecuting 
Attorney of Carroll County, Mis- 
souri, in 1889-91 and a State Rep- 
resentative from the county in 1896- 
98. He became general attorney 
for the Wabash here in 1906 and 
general solicitor the next year, hold- 
ing the latter/position during a re- 
ceivership. In 1920 he was defeat- 
ed for the Republican nomination 
for United States Senator from Mis- 
souri by the late Selden P. Spencer. 

Minnis filed a receivership suit 
against the Standard Stamping Co., 
2000 North ‘Broadway, in 1926, alleg- 
ing mismanagement of the business 
by George Wiegand and Wiegand’s 
three sons. A temporary receiver 
was appointed. In 1928 Federal 
Judge Reeves awarded Minnis $364,- 
681 for his stock, which had a par 
value of $213,300, representing 43 
per cent of the capital stock.

The text of the Attorney-Gener- 
al’s ruling was given out at the 
Department of Justice late this aft- 
ernoon.

Was, neces- 
sary as the basis for allotments of 
Federal money to the project, the 
Attorney-General said: 

“The President has no authority 
to commit the Congress to future 
appropriations for the completion 
of this project. It follows, there- 
fore, that any executive order, to 
operate as a legal (the word legal 
underscored) basis for the allot- 
ment of funds necessary for the 
construction and completion of the 
project in accordance with the ap- 
proval of the commission and the 
plans and specifications submitted 
by it, must provide for the con- 
struction and completion of the 
project out of funds now available 
and at the disposal of the Presi- 
dent. The Government, in my opin- 
ion, would have no legal right to 
accept the $7,500,000 from the city | 
of St. Louis upon any other basis.” 

“Although the. acceptance of the 
fund of $7,500,000 from the city of 
St. Louis and the partial construc- 
tion of the project with that fund 
and other funds now available 
might well be said to bind the Gov- 
ernment morally to complete the 
project, it would not legally do so, 
for the President has no authority 
to commit the Congress to future 
appropriation for the project. 

Full Amount Not Available. 

“In view of these considerations, 
the provisions of the Missouri en- 
abling act, and the above cited 
opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, it is my view that for 
the order to be valid there must 
be available the full sum of $22,- 
500,000 for the completion of the 
project. I am informed, however, 
that although there are some funds 
available under the Emergency Re- 
lief Appropriation Act of 1935 for 
use on this project, the full sum 
of $22,500,000 is not now available 
for such purpose. I am of the 
opinion, therefore, that you cannot 
legally issue the proposed order, 

“It is my further opinion, how- 
ever, that if the Congress should 
adopt this as a Federal project, to 
be constructed at a cost of $30,- 
000,000. The City of St. Louis to 
contribute $7,500,000 and the Gov- 
ernment $22,500,000, you would then 
be authorized to adopt such par- 
tion of the project as you might 
desire as a project to be carried out 
under the provisions of Title W of 
the National Industrial Recovery 
Act and the emergency relief ap- 
propriation act of 1935, and also to 
allocat thereto such funds as may 
then be available under the emerg- 
ency relief appropriation act of 
1935, and to proceed immediately 
with the expenditure of such allo- 
cation.

‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. — Over 
the protest of the Government, the 
Supreme Court agreed today to let 
Gov. Eugene Talmadge of Georgia 
file a suit attacking constitutional- 
ity of the Bankhead Cotton Pro- 
duction Control Act. 

This was the first request re- 
ceived by the court from a State 
seeking to start original action in 
the Supreme Court to chalienge 
New Deal legislation. Usually cases 
are started 
brought here on appeal. 

The Supreme Court already had 
‘agreed to review the case filed by 
Lee Moor, a Texas planter, which 
affected the Bankhead Act. But 
some attorneys contended it could 
be decided without passing on the 
validity of the act itself. 

Moor sought to compel the Texas 
& New Orleans Railroad to trans- 
port his cotton which had no tags 
attached to show he had complied 
with the act. His petition was dis- 
missed by lower courts. Arguments 
will be heard here in December 
with Government attorneys parti- 
cipating. 

Basis of Georgia Suit. 
contended the cott 
gw the State's fa 
lands “substantially . worthless.” 
The State operates two prison 
farms on which cotton is grown, 

Georgia’s petition, which asked 
that the act be declared unconsti- 
tutional and that Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau and other 
Federal officials be enjoined from 
collecting the cotton tax, had been 
opposed by Stanley Reed, the So- 
licitor-General. Reed had replied 
on behalf of the Government that 
the action was essentially against 
the United States, which may not 
be sued without its consent. He also 
contended there was no basis for 
the Supreme Court to take the case 
before lower courts had acted. 

The act imposes a tax on cotton 
produced in excess of a quota fixed 
by the Department of Agriculture. 

TVA Arguments Dec. 19. 

A Government request that ar- 
guments on constitutionality of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority Act be 
set for Dec. 19—several weeks ahead 
of schedule—was granted today by 
the Supreme Court. The action 
means that at least three New Deal 
cases will be argued before Christ- 
mas. Final decisions are likely in 
January. The other legislation in- 
volved is the AAA processing taxes 
and the Bankhead act. 

The TVA act was challenged by 
preferred stockholders of the Ala- 
bama Power Co. The Government 
won in the Circuit Court of Appeals 
at New Orleans. 

The Government was allowed ad- 
ditional time to answer a request 
by eight Louisiana rice millers to 
enjoin collection of AAA process- 
ing taxes on rice. The court grant- 
ed a continuance until next Thurs- 
day, with the requirement that no 
“jeopardy assessments” should be 
imposed against the millers for 
failure to pay the tax until the 
Supreme Court has passed on the 
injunction petitions. 


TWO WEEKS OF RAINS RESULT 
IN FLOODS ON BRITISH ISLES 


Air Services and Shipping Delayed; 
30,000,000 Tons of Water on 
London in 24 Hours. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—Sections of 
the British Isles, after two weeks of 
almost continuous heavy rains, 
were flooded last night while gales 
raged in the English Channel. 

Weather experts estimated that 
30,000,000 tons of rain had fallen 
on London alone within the last 24 
hours. 

High winds stopped air services 
and delayed shipping as floods dis- 
organized inland road traffic and 
swept cattle from fields.

County Court Judges — 
1880 Bookkeeping System 
“Wholly Inadequate.’ 


Loans from St. Louis County 
school funds amounting to $132,- 
800, representing 38 per cent of a 
total of $320,575 lent by previous 
County Courts in most cases to poli- 
ticians and their reiatives and 
friends, are delinquent, according to 
an audit of school fund accounts 
ordered by the present court and 
filed today by Schuessler, Keller & 
Co., certified public accountants, 


Of the 78 loans on record, 45, or 
almost 58 per cent were for amounts 
exceeding half the value of the 
property, the maximum allowed by 
law, and 11 loans were for more 
than the total value of the prop- 
erty as determined by an appraiser. 

An examination of assessments 


for taxes showed that in most cases 


persons who were able to get school 
loans also paid taxes on amounts 
substantially below 60 per cent of 
the actual value of the property, 
which was the basis generally fol- 
lowed in the past in making up tax 
rolls. 

Notwithstanding, nine other bor- 
rowers not delinquent as to inter- 
it, owed back taxes. Most of those 
éd interest also owed taxes. 


How Fund Developed. 


County school funds were obtain- 
ed from the sale of land many years 
ago and increased by certain fines 
and the proceeds of confiscated 
property. They are supervised by 
the County Court, which is author- 
ized to make loans only on real 
estate within the county, distribut- 
ing the interest to the various 
school districts but preserving the 
principal. These loans must be se- 
cured by a mortgage on property, 
the value of which must be twice 
the amount of the loan. In addi- 
tion, at least two persons, each of 
whom must be the owner of prop- 
erty in the county worth twice the 
amount of the loan, have been re- 
quired as sureties. 

For many years before the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration was 
dreamed of, St. Louis County poli- 
ticians and their retainers found 
school funds a convenient source 
of income for financing a home 
and, in many c&Ases, for real estate 
speculation. Whereas banks charged 
8 per cent interest, and required 
periodical renewal commissions and 
reduction of principal, County 
Courts have lent money at 5 and 6 
per cent, although authorized to 
charge 8 per cent, and have re- 
newed loans annually, in one case 
27 times. 


Record-Keeping System. 


Supporting their statement that 
the system of record-keeping was 
“wholly inadequate,” the auditors 
explained that they were required 
to search records from 1880 to the 
present time in an effort to account 
for present balances. The system 
now in use is the one found in the 
books for 1880. 

Illustrating inadequacy of the 
bookkeeping system, described as 
being without proper controlling ac- 
counts for checking, the report 
cites the “T. R. Allen Fund” of 
$16,437, now in the hands of the 
County Treasurer who does not 
know to whom or to which district 
it belongs. The money accumulat- 
ed from a $2787 loan made to Allen 


in 1871 and incomplete records refer | 


to a lawsuit in 1853 as relating to 
the property involved in the trans- 
action. 

An item of $866 in the ledger of 
1880 was entered in the loan reg- 
ister as $166 and only $166 was paid, 
the difference of $700 presumably 
never being brought to attention 
until the audit 55 years later. 


Unable to Find Cash Books. 


The auditors also were handi- 
capped by failure to locate school 
cash books for the periods from 
July 4, 1893, to Dec. 31, 1902, and 
from May 2, 1923, to April 15, 1927. 
The general cash book for the more 
recent period also was missing. 

Also emphasized is the fact that 
in numerous cases loans were paid 
by persons other than the maker 
of the loan. Such an instance re- 
cently was described by the Post- 
Dispatch in the case of a $15,500 
balance still remaining on a loan 
made in 1908 by former State Rep- 
resentative William H. Tegethoff, 
then a young real estate dealer,

WPA GRANT APPROVED 
FOR FOREST PARK LAKE 


Government to Spend $159,- 
000, City $2286; Work to 
Start in Few Days. 


A Federal grant of $159,302 for 
development of a 25-acre tract in 
the southeast section of Forest 
Park, including a 10-acre lake sur- 
rounded by a bicycle track, has 
been approved by the Works Prog- 
ress Administration, Director of 
Public Welfare Joseph M. Darst 
was notified today. 

The city’s application for the 
grant had included plans for a sta- 
dium, but these were abandoned 
while the proposal was under con- 
sideration, after numerous objec- 
tions. Under the grant the city 
will spend $2286 on the develop- 
ment. 

Work will begin within a few 
days, Darst said, and employment 
will be given to 215 men for four 
months. 

The area, just east of the Mount- 
ed District Police Station, is a nat- 
ural bowl. It has been unsightly in 
recent years due to the River des 
Peres construction there. 

Under the plans the site will be 
graded, terraced, planted in trees 
and grass and provided with 6400 
feet of walks. The Police Depart- 
ment has announced it planned to 
remove the police station from the 
park, building a new station farther 
south, 

Darst said work will begin soon 
also on construction of runway 
lights at Lambert-St. Louis Air- 
port, with $9666 provided by the 
Government and $5272 by the city. 
Approval of this proposal by Fed- 
eral authorities was announced sev- 
eral days ago. Eighteen men will 
be employed for three months.

JUDGE SUSPENDS NEGRO 
LAWYER SIX MONTHS 


Holds ‘Scandalous’ Charges in 
Suits Constitute Unpro- 


fessional Conduct. 


Ignatius Page, Negro attorney, 
was suspended from the practice of 
law for six months today by Circuit 
Judge O’Malley, who found him 
guilty of unprofessional conduct in 
making “scandalous” charges in a 
damage suit against former Circuit 
Judge Wilson A. Taylor. 


The Grievance Committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association filed a 
disbarment suit against Page last 
December, alleging he was guilty 
of malpractice in knowingly mak- 
ing false charges against Judge 
Taylor in a $60,000 damage suit in 
connection with rulings made by 
the Judge in Page’s trial for forgery 
in 1931. 

In the trial before Judge Taylor, 
Page was convicted and sentenced 
to five years in prison, but was re- 
leased in February, 1932, after serv- 
ing 19 months, following the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court’s reversal of 
the conviction.

Judge O'Malley pointed out that 
a Judge of a court of general jur- 
isdiction was not liable in a civil

“Even if Page acted in good 
faith,” he continued, “yet he draft- 
ed the petition himself and included 
allegations of such an extravagant 
and scandalous nature that it is 
impossible to escape the conclusion 
he was actuated with more intent 
to libel the Judge as such, than to

ROME, Nov, 18.—Helmeted troops 
were on guard in Rome and other 
Italian cities today as League of 
Nations’ sanctions, approved’ by 51 
nations and placing Italy under an 
economic siege took effect. Whole 
quarters were blocked off by the 
army to protect the British embas- 
sy and those of other nations ap- 
plying the punitive measures in an 
effort to halt Italy's warfare on 
Ethiopia. 


Youths began parading flag-deco- 
rated streets early, voicing indigna- 
tion over this day of “ignominy 
and iniquity,” on which the League 
states imposed a boycott on Italian 
goods and denied a selected list of 
key war products to Italy. 

Police and Fascist party authori- 
ties showed no intention of curbing 
the popular expression of resent- 
ment, but indicated plainly that they 
intended to protect foreign. diplo- 
matic missions. 

Troops Around Embassies. 

Strong bodies of metal-hatted in- 
fantry stood guard at the. British 
Embassy. Double and triple ranks 
of soldiers in gray-green uniforms 
stretched across the nine streets 
leading to the Piazza di Spana, 
where the Spanish embassy to the 
Holy See and the British consulate 
are situated. Long lines of rifle- 
men were thrown around the Villa 
Medici where the French Prix de 
Roma artists live. 

British merchants, with their 
flags still flying, did “business as 
usual.” 

Students furnished the greater 
part of the public demonstration. 
Their favorite cry was “Down with 
sanctions,” but they also shouted 
occasionally, “Down with England.”

UNABLE TO FINANCE 
RELIEF, MAYORS SAY 


Conference in Washington to 
Consider Ending of Fed- 
eral Contributions. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. — The 
Federal Government’s decision to 
end the dole presents to the annual 
meeting of the United States Con- 
ference of Mayors, which opened 
today, a major task. Echoing pre- 


vious statements of Mayor Daniel 
Hoan of Milwaukee, president of 
the group, several Mayors today 
termed!'it an impossibility for cities 
to take over the direct relief bur- 
den. 

“We won't be able to take care 
of the people without Federal 
help,” said Mayor Thomas E. Lati- 
mer of Minneapolis. 

“It’s a physical impossibility for 
us to take care of the empioyables 
now on relief unless some of them 
can be absorbed in industry. In fact, 
the relief rolls in Minneapolis are 
becoming bigger, with about 200 
relief cases added every week. 
There were more on relief in Min- 
napolis Nov. 1 than there were a 
year ago. The same conditions are 
true in St. Paul and throughput 
Minnesota.” 

Mayor Roy N. Towl of Omaha 
presented a similar picture, but 
said his city’s position was improv- 
ing. He added that counties like- 
wise were in no condition to han- 
dle any increased relief roll. 

Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley 
blamed Louisiana State legislation 
for New Orleans relief problems. 

Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia of 
New York scoffed at the idea that 
Federal relief could be abandoned 
next July, and gave warning against 
the possibility that the Resettle- 
ment Administration might develop 
“satellite” cities to draw industries 
away from present locations. He 
urged the conference to recommend 


lower interest rates on Federal loans | 


for public works, 

“To say that the relief program 
can be stopped abruptly on July 1 
next year,” LaGuardia said, “is 


simply unthinkable and impossible. | 


“Granted that there is an im- 
provement in industry and busi- 
ness, granted that we are on our

Judge Louis FitzHenry of the 

United States Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals died at 11:25 a. m. today at 
his home in Normal. He was 65 
years old. 


He had been ill with high blood 
pressure and a kidney ailment for 
several months. He became ill 
while at his summer home at Old 
Mission, Mich., and was taken to 
a hospital, but his condition im- 
proved and he was brought home. 
He suffered a paralytic stroke last 
week and failed to rally. 

His wife, formerly Miss Lottie B. 
Rankin of Bloomington, and two 
daughters, Miss Mildred Elizabeth 
and Miss Charlotte Louise Fitz- 
Henry, survive. 


Studied Law After Working on 
Newspapers; Later Combined 
Callings. 

Louis FitzHenry was born June 
13, 1870, in Bloomington. His first 
work, while still a grammar school 
pupil, was to light and extinguish 
the gas lamps which then lighted 

Bloomington’s downtown streets. 

He was graduated from high school 
in 1886, and for seven years was 
employed in the editorial and busi- 
ness departments of the Daily Bul- 
letin, the Sunday Eye and the Daily 
Leader. 

In 1895 he entered Illinois. Wes- 
leyan University. He studied law, 
and was graduated in 1897, then 
combined practice of his profession 
with editorial work for the Daily 
Pantagraph. 

He was elected City Attorney in 
1907 and again in 1909. He was 


inee from the _ seventeenth Dis- 
trict in 1910, but was defeated. In 
1912, he made the congressional 
race again and was elected. 

He was appointed Federal Dis- 
trict Judge for the Southern Iili- 
nois District in 1918. 

Judge FitzHenry presided _ in 
Quincy at the trial in 1924 of 
St. Louis Egan gangsters for 
mail robbery. They were convicted 
and he sentenced them to 25 years 
in the penitentiary, where the lead- 
ers are still incarcerated. Similarly 
he sat at the trial of the Shelton 
brothers at Quincy for the Collins- 
ville mail robbery and sent them 
to prison for 25 years. They subse- 
quently were released by his or- 
der when it was disclosed to him 
that perjured testimony had been 
used against them. 

He held court in Peoria, Spring- 
field and Quincy and has sat in 
the eastern divisions of the country 
by special assignment. His good 
record as a district judge won him 
promotion to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals at Chicago, to which he 
was appointed in 1933.

JIMMY HOGAN 
S AGQUITTED OF 
LIMMIER KILLING 


Found Not 
Guilty of Second-Degree 


Ex-Convict 


Murder in Shooting at 


Cass Avenue Saloon. 


Jimmy Hogan, former convict and 
survivor of the Egan-Hogan gang 
feud, was freed of a second-degree 
murder charge this afternoon in 
the killing of Lawrence Zimmer 
last Dec. 15, by a directed -verdict 
of not guilty. Circuit Judge Con- 
nor sustained a defense demurrer 
following the presentation of the 
State’s case. 

Zimmer, a building worker, was 
found dying with five _ bullet 
wounds, in his automobile across 
the street from Hogan’s saloon at 
3100 Cass avenue. 

Testimony was given by Alfred 
Pepper, 3925 Nebraska avenue, and 
George Cosmos, 5972 Theodosia ave- 
nue, that Zimmer became quarrel- 
some during a card game at the 
saloon, left and later returned with 
a revolver and fired several shots 
while standing at the door. 

Hogan was in a washroom at the 
time, both witnesses testified. Pep- 


per said he ran for cover and later 


heard someone run outside and 
heard a series of shots. Cosmos 
testified he fled out the rear of the 
tavern and heard no shots on the 
street. 

Other testimony was given by a 
policeman, who said Hogan, while 
being treated by a neighborhood 
doctor, told him Zimmer, after cre- 
ating trouble in the saloon, returned 
an@ began shooting. Another po- 
liceman said Hogan told him !im- 
mer tried to hold him up.’ 

Hogan, brother of State Repre- 
sentative Edward (Jellyroll) Hogan, 
was tried five times and ultimately 
acquitted of the robbery in 1921 of 
Erris Pillow, Negro bank messen- 
ger.

Residents from remote parts of 
the county began arriving Saturday 
night, so they would be sure of seats 
when Circuit Judge Taylor Smith 
took his place on the bench. 

Huett did not testify at his pre- 
liminary hearing. Witnesses testi- 
fied that the shooting followed a 
quarrel between Huett and Walter 
Fox, friend and employe of Hunter, 
whom Huett had prosecuted on a 
peace disturbance charge. 

Witnegses said Huett shot Fox 
in the leg, whereupon Hunter, who 
was carrying a shotgun, intervened 
and was shot by Huett. After be- 
ing fatally wounded, witnesses testi- 
fied, Hunter clubbed Huett with his 
shotgun. Hunter died several hours 
later. 

Huett, released on $10,000 bond, 
is expected to plead self-defense. 
Seven of his lawyer friends, from 
various parts of Missouri, who vol- 
unteered to aid in his defense, were 
present when court convened.

GOSLAP, France, Nov. 18.—

“The peasant, through his close 
connection with his native land and 
with nature, develops forces which 
cannot be dispensed with for the 
development of the characteristic 
national culture,” says Dr. Fried- 
rich Sohn of the Reich’s Nutritive 
Guild.

ROOSEVELT DENIES 
K. OF ¢. PLEA FOR 
INQUIRY IN MEIC) 


Says Investigation of Al- 
leged Religious Persecu- 
tion Would Endanger 
Peaceful Relations. 


By ie Associated Press. 
W YORK, Nov. 18.—President 

Roosevelt has denied the appeal of 
the Knights of Columbus for an in- 
vestigation of alleged religious per- 
secution in Mexico, with the result 
that the Catholic order plans to 
carry its cause to the public. 
In a letter to Martin H. Car- 
mody, Supreme Knight of the order, 
made public yesterday, the Presi- 
dent said: 
“TI decline to permit this Govern- 
ment to undertake a policy of in- 
terference in the domestic con- 
cerns of foreign governments and 
thereby jeopardize the maintenance 
of peaceful conditions.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, repeating his ab- 
horrence of religious intolerance, 
made it clear that his refusal was 
not to be interpreted as an act of 
indifference. 
Carmody, in making public the 
letter, said that the Catholic order 
had asked only for “investigation 
of the rights denied American citi- 
zens and of the cruel oppression by 
that Government of its own people, 
sought by the Borah resolution.” 
“As citizens and as an organiza- 
tion,” Carmody concluded, “we 
shall continue to use all proper 
means to bring to the attention of 
the American people these deplora- 
ble conditions, with the hope and 
confidence that an aroused public 
sentiment will eventually pronounce 
a condemnation of them that can- 
not go unheeded.” 

Text of Reply. ° 

The text of the President’s letter 
to Carmody follows: 


Oct. 25. 
“Without commenting upon the 
language of your communication 
under acknowledgement, and with- 
out reference to the accuracy of the 
statements or conclusions which 
you advance, I shall inform you 
once more of the attitude of this 
administration in the matter of the 
policy pursued by the Government 
of Mexico towards religious activi- 
ties in that Republic. 
“The right of United States citi- 
zens resident or traveling in for- 
eign countries to worship freely, to 
conduct services within their 
houses, or within appropriate build- 
ings maintained for that purpose, 
is desired by this Government. 
There has not been brought to this 
Government during the past year a 
single complaint by any United 
States citizen that such opportuni- 
ties in Mexico have been refused 
him. 

To Continue Policy. 
“In respect to the rights enjoyed 
by Mexican citizens living in Mexico, 
it has been the policy of this ad- 
ministration to refrain from inter- 
vening in such direct concerns of 
the Mexican Government. That 
policy of non-intervention I shall 
continue to pursue. 
“While this Government does not 
assume to undertake any accurate 
determinatiom of what the facts in 
such domestic concerns of other 
governments may be, this policy of 
non-intervention, however, can in no 
sense be construed as indifference 
on our part. I repeat what I stated 
publicly in San Diego, Cal., on Oct. 
2 last: 

“‘Our national determination to 
keep free of foreign wars and for- 
eign entanglements cannot pre- 
vent us from feeling deep con- 
cern when ideals and principles 
that we have cherished are chal- 
lenged. In the United States we 
regard it as axiomatic that every 
person shall enjoy the free exer- 
cise of his religion according to 
the dictates of his conscience. 
Our flag for a century and a half 
has been the symbol of the prin- 
ciples of liberty of conscience, or 
religious freedom# and equality 
before the law; and these con- 
cepts are deeply ingrained in our 
national character. 

Quotes Madison. 
It is true that other nations 
may, as they do, enforce con- 
trary rules of conscience and 
conduct. It is true that policies 
that may be pursued under flags 
other than our own are beyond 
our jurisdiction. Yet in our in- 
ner individual lives we can never 
be indifferent, and we assert for 
ourselves complete freedom to 
embrace, to profess and to ob- 
serve the principles for which our 
flag has so long been the lofty

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—After | 
157 years of rough travel, the dol- 
lar will soon march in new dress, 
adorned with seals, but still with 
the familiar green back. 

It has had many ups and downs | 
since that winter of 1792 when Con- | 
gress set out to clean up the mess 
that had brought the continental 
money to the level of a by-word 
which, even a century and a half 
later, lingers with a milder gener- 
ation. 

The word dollar, itself, came from 
the old monetary unit, the thaler, 
still used in a few sections of the 
world. The thaler in turn was short 
for the joachimsthaler, so-called in 
the fifteenth century because it 
was a coin made of silver mined 
from the valley of Joachim in Bo- 
hemia. 

The silver peso of Spain at about 
the time the term dollar was having 
its origin was called the pillar dol- 
lar because it had inscribed upon 
it the pillars of Hercules. It also 
was called a piece of eight because 
it was worth eight reals and not 
because the phrase sounded roman- 
tic for pirate fiction. 

Dollar to Be Silver Certificate. 

Throughout its history the dollar 
has been essentially a silver coin, 
despite that the gold dollar was 
once made the legal unit of value. 
So when the newly printed dollar 
bill goes out to the markets from 
the Treasury, it will be a silver cer- 
tificate. There are no gold certifi- 
cates of any denomination since 
President Roosevelt had them | 
nailed up in the Treasury. | 

Once upon a time there were gold | 
coins as well as gold certificates. 
The coins were called double eagles, 
eagles, half eagles and quarter 
eagles. Behind those tough beaks 
and wide wings was enough gold 
to buy 20 silver dollars, or 10, or 
five, or two and a half, according 
to the size of the eagle. 

A one-dollar gold piece was coined | 
for a time between 1849 and 1890 | 
but it was discontinued by law. By | 
the time a lump of gold had been 
whittled down to 25.8 grams it 
could go through a very small hole. 

For a while, too, a silver coined 
ingot containing 378 grains of pure 
silver and worth a dollar was cir- 
culated. It was called a trade dol- 
lar and was designed purely for ex- 
portation to the Orient. It got into 
circulation at home, however, and 
its coinage was forbidden in 1887. 

Upset by Revolution. 

Throughout the early days of the 
republic, in the absence of a bank- 
ing system, coins were in great de- 
mand. Travelers carried gold and 
silver wtih them instead of a check 
book. With the growth of the bank- 
ing system, however, coins were 
relegated to their present status of 
small change except for sections of 
the West where the residents still 
like to jangle silver cart wheels. 

The creation of the dollar caused 
considerable trouble. The United 
States monetary system had been 
completely upset by the revolution. | 
The Continental Congress, hard | 
pressed for money, had used what- | 


thing it laid hand to had become | 
so depreciated as to be almost val-| 
ueless. 

Even after the passage of the 
monetary act in 1792, there was a 
sixty-year period during which 
coins of other nations were accord 
ed the legal tender privilege be- 
cause of the scarcity of metal 
money in this country. 

Gold was given a ratio of 15 to 1 
with silver. The sons of the fath- 
ers of the Republic soon found that 
their sires had made a mistake in 
this respect. Because gold had been 
undervalued as compared with sil- 
ver, the gold coins left the country 
as fast as they were coined. 

Brokers Get Benefit. 

And, because the silver dollar of | 
371% grains was lighter than the | 
Spanish dollar and was very much 
like that coin, brokers sent the | 
American dollar to the West Indies | 
where it was passed for the heav- | 
ier Spanish coin. 

Congress found that it was sim-| 
ply coining dollars for the benefit 
of the brokers.. So for 30 years— | 
from 1806 to 1836—it closed down | 
the mints rather than operate them 
aS an adjunct to brokerage houses. 

In 1834 it set about readjusting 
the ratio between silver and gold 
It also re-

Numerous other changes beset the 
dollar along its path to its present 
status. It was altered by various 
changes in the monetary policy. 
Sixteen to one was a campaign bat- 
tle cry. Some of the gold filling 
was extracted from the dollar in a 
revaluation. A new silver purchase 
policy was begun. The gold was 
locked up in the Treasury and sil- 
ver became the great circulating 
coin; the silver certificate the dol- 
lar bill.

Railroads and Other Govern. | 
ment Contractors Also Must 
Burn Code Fuel.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. — The) 


Bituminous Coal Commission yes- | 
terday set forth regulations to com-| 
pel the use by all Government agen- | 
cies and by contractors doing Gov- | 
ernment business of coal mined by | 
| operators who comply with the Guf- | 


fey law. 
The interpretation of the Coal | 
ation Act, which regulates 
oe sneustry through a code, said 
the purchase requirement applies 
to all railroads which serve the Gov- | 
ernment in the transportation of | 
mails. Commission experts said the | 
carriers use nearly one-fourth of | 
- the soft coal production. | 
In a letter to the procurement | 
division of the Treasury _Depart- 
* ment, the commission said that 
“every contract—for any public 
work or service—entered into by or 
on behalf of the Government,” re- 
quires the application of Section 14 
of the law. Provisions requiring the 
use of coal produced under the code 
will be inserted in all contracts. 
Commission officials said approx- 
imately two-thirds of the soft coal 
producers are signers of the code. 
The commission announced that 
in determining the origin of coal pur- 
chased by the Government in cases 
where the dealer or middleman is 
the contractor, the contracting of- 
ficer must require evidence that all 
fuel delivered has been produced at 
a mine complying with the Guffey 
ar tisfactory evidence of such 
compliance,” the letter said, “shall 
consist of (1) an affidavit executed 
by the dealer upon each delivery of 
coal setting forth the name of the 
producer thereof, and (2) appear- 
ance of the names of such producer 
on the latest list of members of the 
code issued by the commission to 
the various departments and estab- 
lishments of the Government.” 
Before a contract is awarded to 
the lowest bidder, the latter’s name 
must be listed as a producer of code 
coal.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The mad football campaign draws rap- 
idly to a close with only a “baker's half dozen’ teams still unbeaten 


and untied. 


The crushing defeats suffered last 
week by North Carolina, Marquette 
and Syracuse reduced the field of 
front-rank contenders for the myth- 
ical national championship to seven 
—Princeton, Dartmouth and New 
York University in the East; Min- 
nesota in the Middle West; South- 
ern Methodist and Texas Christian 
in the Southwest, and California in 
the far West. 

Of these,.only Minnesota, aiming 
-at its third successive undefeated 
campaign, appears certain of fin- 
ishing with a perfect record. The 
Gophers close their season against 
Wisconsin’s Badgers at Minneapolis 
Saturday. All the others have ma- 
jor hurdles yet to clear, either this 
week or later on. 

By sections, the championship sit- 
uation seems to line up about as 
follows: 

Princeton Plays Dartmouth. 

East—Princeton and Dartmouth, 
battling in PaJmer Stadium in 
Princeton Saturday, probably will 
decide the Eastern championship, 
although the Tigers still will have

the way. Dartmouth snowed under 
Cornell, 41-6, last week, while Prince- 
ton’s substitutes were whipping Le- 
high, 27-0.

HOPPE DEFEATS 
JOHNNY LAYTON 


FIRST TIME IN 
A TOURNAMENT

CHICAGO, Nov. 18. — Welker 
Cochran, smiling young San Fran- 
cisco cueist, reigning 18.2 balkline 
billiard champion, today had the 
world’s three-cushion championship 
within his grasp. 

Winner of seven straight games,

Layton is tied with Allen Hall of 
St. Louis, Jay N. Bozeman of Cali- 
fornia and Kinrey Matsuyama of 
Tokio, Japan, for fourth place, each 
with four victories and five defeats. 

Layton wants to meet the winner 
of the present tournament and bet 
his last dollar on himself. 

How Fans Figure It. 

Billiard fans had it all figured 
out today that a fly tumbled Lay- 
ton, defending his world’s three- 
cushion billiard title, into a tie for 
fourth place. 

Layton’s match with Hoppe was 
a thriller. The lead changed 14 
times. 

In the thirty-first inning a fly 
landed on Layton’s cue ball. Layton 
waited until the insect flew away 
before he would shoot. 

It brought back a legendary story 
about billiards, concerning one Cyril 
Dion, in the 1850s, who was shoot- 
ing in a championship match and 
needed one point to win. He was 
ready to try for the point that 
would have made him champion 
when a fly came down from the 
ceiling. 

Dion miscued, missed his shot and 
lost. He headed for the river in 


‘Rochester, N. Y., and the only thing 


that searchers found was his hat. 

The legend is that no player since 
ever won a match in championship 
play after a fly lighted on his cue 
ball. Incidentally, it was the first 
time that Hoppe had ever beaten 
Layton in tournament competition. 
Layton blamed it on the fly.

Under the agreement, Canada, in 
ddition to reducing many specific 
duties, will accord the United States 
the most favorable tariff treatment 
which the Dominion grants to any 
non-British country. The other 
members: of the British common- 
wealth will still enjoy the lowest 
rates of the Canadian tariff under 
the Ottawa agreement. The Presi- 
dent said that “the most-favored- 
foreign-nation” treatment was of 
great significance to the United

In return, the United States 
agreed to: 

(1.) The “binding” of existing

Advised in Report to Roosevelt 
By National Resources Committee 


Administration 


Planning Board 


for Every Area.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—Perma- 
nent planning agencies for nation- 
al, state and local governments 
were advocated by President Roose- 
velt yesterday in making public a 
report by the National Resources 
Committee on state planning devel- 
opments. 

‘The rapid organization and prog- 
ress of 46 state planning boards, 
the accomplishmenis of which are 


outlined in the report of the Na- 
tional Resources Committee,” the 
President said, “show that the peo- 
ple of our country understand and 
want long-range planning and fore- 
sight in public affairs. To give last- 
ing substance and direction to plan- 
ning for the wise use of our human 
and natural resources, we need per- 
manent advisory planning boards 
for towns, counties, state and the 
Union.” 

Reports by the National Re- 
sources Committee, which is headed 
by Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
and was named by Roosevelt to 
plan the use and development of 
national resources, were the orig- 
inal basis for the $4,000,000,000 work 
relief program. But much of its 
recommendations was laid aside be- 
cause of Harry L. Hopkins’ insist- 
ence on small projects designed to 
fit the supply of relief labor in in- 
dividual communities. 

The committee yesterday advo- 
cated establishment of a permanent 
Public Works Administration to co- 
ordinate Federal and state works 
programs that, it estimated, would 
involve 26 billion dollars in the pe- 
riod from 1935 to 1944. 

Committee Recommendations. 

It added these three recommenda- 
tions to a four-fold program: 

Permanent status, with “ade- 
quate financial support,” for state 
planning boards with Federal per- 
sonnel to help during the “devel- 
opment period.” _ 

Unremitting efforts in the di- 
rection of closer co-operation be- 
tween state and Federal govern- 
ments in the many practical chan- 
nels through which they may now 
be effected without injury to the 
pride or prestige of either, and 
without disturbing the just bal- 
ance between national and local 
authorities. One of the greatest 
losses in public expenditure lies 
in the frequent failure to pool 
available resources and personnel 
freely. 

Closer consideration by _ state 
planning agencies of possibilities 
of co-ordinating all phases of nat- 
ural resource development, along 


the lines of the committee’s own 
national reports. 

The committee’s survey of state 
planning which drew comment from 
President Roosevelt, said that every 
state except Louisiana and Dela-| 
ware now had a planning board. 

It reported that more than 500 
prominent citizens were co-operat- 
ing in the work of state planning 
boards and said that “no matter 
how small or large the normal ex- 
penditure for public works may be, 
it is of prime importance that there 
be such co-ordination among the 
state and Federal governments that 
maximum return may be assured 
to the people of the states.” 


“Keep Politics Out of Work.” 


The committee added: 

“Too great centnalization in 
Washington is not desirable even if 
possible. Since planning is an atti- 
tude and a practice which must 
command th~ confidence and invite 
the co-operation of wide groups of 
people, it must come from the bot- 
tom up as weil as from the top 
down.” 

In emphasizing that politics be 
kept out of such work, the commit- 
tee said state boards should serve 
as “general staffs” to Governors 
and Legislatures. 

“It cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized,” it said, “that the funce- 
tion of these boards is not that of | 
making final decisions upon broad 
questions of policy—a _ responsibil- 
ity which rests firmly upon the 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple. Such a board will be useful 
in proportion as it is detached 
from immediate political power, 
serving as a technical tool.” 


Terming continued Federal sup- 
port for state planning an “inde- 
spensible factor in any effective 
program for better utilization of | 
the natural and human resources | 
of the country,” the committee said | 
notable progress already had been | 
made in planning land use, while | 
advancement was significant in wa- | 
ter and mineral usage. 

The committee previously had is- | 
sued reports on these activities as | 
well as on the need of more ade- | 
quate mapping and the develop- | 
ment of the Mississippi River Val- | 
ley.

FRANCE'S MILITARY BUDGET 
$462,000,000 FOR 1936 


Deputy Says It’s Not Enough; 
Would Add $66,000,000 More 
“For Security.”

PARIS, Nov. 18.—Deputy Leon 
Archimbaud, finance committee re- 
porter, announced France’s military 
budget for 1936 today at 6,953,000,- 
000 francs—about $462,198,000—in 
his statement to the committee. 

He said the Government should 
demand one billion francs—about 
$66,000,000 more—for national de- 
fense, in view of Germany’s rear- 
mament. 

Saying the billion additional ex- 
pense could be carried by loans 
with only a 50,000,000 franc addi- 
tion to the budget, Deputy Archim- 
baud declared: “What is 50 million 
when it is a question of national 
security?” 


Second Clipper Plane at Miami.

and five minutes. After test flights 
here, the plane will go to the West 
coast. 


STALIN OPENS DRIVE 
FOR MORE PRODUCTION 


Increase in Individual Output 
of Workers Purpose of 
Stakhanovite Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 18.—Joseph Sta- 
lin, Soviet dictator, in a speech de- 
livered at the closing session of the 
First National Stakhanovite Con- 
gress in the Kremlin today, prom- 


ised “welfare and a more cultured” 
life for everyone under the Soviet 
order. 

The congress was attended by 
3000 of the country’s outstanding 
working men and women. 

Stalin’s words launched the Stak- 
hanovite campaign—under which 
production is being stepped up 
through an increase in the individ- 
ual output of workers—describing it 
as one of the most important move- 
ments in Soviet history. 

He termed it “a preparatory step” 
for the transition from Socialism 
to Communism. 

“Stalin’s words are a prediction 


that the time for this new life is’ 


coming and we shall live to see 
it,” Karl Radek, political writer, 
said in an official interpretation of 
the speech in the newspaper Prav- 
da. 

Stalin described the Stakhanovite 
movement as the means of bringing 
production to a point where this 
new era can be initiated. Stakhano- 
vite workmen are following the ex- 
ample of Alexei Stakhanoff, a coal 
miner of the Don basin who in- 
creased his daily output of coal 
1400 per cent after his adoption of 
this system, explained as “rational- 
ization movements” for the more ef- 
ficient use of tools. 

The system has spread to fac- 
tories and textile mills, but not 
without opposition. There have been 
several murders and numerous 
beatings of Stakhanovite workmen, 
which have led to one death sen- 
tence and many arrests. 

Stalin said workmen of the move- 
ment are beginning to reach the 
status of technically educated en- 
gineers and thus, he said, the time 
has been brought nearer when the 
differences between mental and 
physical labor will be eliminated. 


Dumping of Russian Coal Alleged.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Assert- 


ing that Russian coal is coming -

t HE law does not allow unlicensed

of transportation has learned that a good 
operator and a bad piece of equipment 
are not safe, and also that a bad_opera- 
tor and a good piece of equipment-are 
equally unsafe. Why could not the Gov- 
ernment license all drivers according to 
their qualifications, namely, to operate 
pleasure cars, trucks or busses? 

Pilots. know that breaking the rules 
about stunting over a town, flying too 
low, stunting with a passenger, means 
that. they will be grounded, and more 
than likely heavily fined, so they just 
will not take these chances. The auto- 
mobile should come in for the same rigid 
examination for mechanical fitness as 
does the plane. The operator of the au- 
tomobile must be more alert than a pilot 
because the car travels on the same plane 
as the pedestrian, but even alertness will 
not stop a car with worn brake shoes, 
Joose or worn spindles or glazed brake 
linings. There should be demanded a 
signed and witnessed statement by a

HE British sponsors of euthanasia or 
painless death are Lord Moynihan, 

one of the greatest surgeons in England, 
and, on the religious side, Dean Inge. 
Enlightened public opinion should sup- 
port euthanasia, first, because of its hu- 
manitarian aspect and, second, because 
of its justice. We have humane societies 
in all our large cities, and they would 
not permit a cat, dog or any other do- 
mestic animal to go through the suffer- 
ing and torture some persons undergo. 

The argument put up by certain med- 
ical men that they do not know when 
a chronic incurable may recover, and 
that putting him out of his misery would 
be murder, is a poor argument because 
modern medicine with all its scientific 
background should know when a pa- 
tient is definitely incurable. However, 
the opinion of one individual physician 
should not decide a case of euthanasia; 
it should be decided by a group of phy- 
sicians considered the best in their spe- 
cialty. | 

This ‘subject is a matter for debate by 
the leading medical men, educators and 
laymen of the world. When great men 
like Lord Moynihan and Dean Inge sup- 
port such a cause so that needless suf- 
fering can be alleviated, it is indeed 
worthy.

IF FASCISM COMES TO THE U. S. 

On Jan. 20, 1937, Berzelius Windrip did four things: 
He took the oath of office as President of the United 
States; he took possession of the White House and 
gratified an old ambition to sit in the East Room in 
his stocking feet; next, as Commander-in-Chief, he 
ordered that his Minute Men, an organization modeled 
after Hitler’s Storm Troops, be recognized as an aux- 
iliary of the United States Army and that they be 
furnished with rifles, bayonets, automatic pistols and 
machine guns; last, he dictated a special message to 
Congress demanding the instant passage of a Dill 
giving him complete control of legislation and emas- 
culating the Supreme Court. 

So was Fascism introduced into the United States, 
as imagined by Sinclair Lewis in his new novel, “st 
Can’t Happen Here.” It tells a shocking story. It is a 
chamber of horrors. And it is something for all 
Americans to read and ponder. 

Before Mussolini, with his castor oil, his cat o’ nine 
tails, his murder of political opponents, his sup- 
pression of free speech, his regimentation of an entire 
nation and, finally, his mad invasion of Ethiopia— 
before Mussolini came upon the scene, Italians 
gravely assured one another that it couldn’t happen 
there. In the land of flaming libertarian, Garibaldi? 
Never! In the land of Cavour-and Mazzini? No! 
But it did happen there. 

In the days of the saddle-maker, Ebert, did the 
promenaders on Unter den Linden whisper excited- 
ly about the prospect of a Hitler? The new Republic 
of Germany was not far removed from the despotism 
of the Hohenzollerns, but that was a despotism with 
many benevolences. To the Germany of 10, five, 
even three, years ago, it would have seemed fantastic 
that their country would soon witness the swaggering 
domination of the Nazis and their. Storm Troopers, 
the exile of scholars, the horrors of concentration 
camps with their whips, knouts and brutal fists, 
the complete suppression of free speech and free 
press, the burning of books and all the other incred- 
ible phenomena that have occurred since January, 
1933. 

Your average American, as do the characters in 
Mr. Lewis’ novel, expresses polite pity at the goings- 
on in Italy and Germany, but complacently says: 
“It can’t happen here.” Mr. Lewis’ Doremus Jes- 
sup had another theory. A highly respectable news- 
paper editor in the small town of Fort Beulah, Vt., 
Mr. Jessup had viewed the American scene to some 
purpose. Mr. Jessup had no leanings toward Fascism 
or Communism or anything else except decent Amer- 
icanism. In Fort Beulah, he differed from the local 
Babbitts in that his patriotism was not of the bogus, 
flag-waving kind, but represented passionate devo- 
tion to the enduring ideals of his ancestors. When 
they said to him, “It can’t happen here,” Mr. Jessup 
replied: 

The hell it can’t. Why, there’s no country in 
the world that can get more hysterical—yes, or 
more obsequious!—than America. Look how Huey 
Long became absolute monarch over Louisiana, 
and how the Right Honorable Mr. Senator Berzel- 
ius Windrip owns his State. Listen to Bishop 
Prang and Father Coughlin on the radio—divine 
oracles, to millions. Remember how casually 
most Americans have accepted Tammany graft- 
ing and Chicago gangs and the crookedness of so 
many of President Harding’s appointees? 

Could Hitler’s’ bunch, or Windrip’s, be worse? 
Remember the Ku Klux Klan? Remember our 
war hysteria, when we called sauerkraut “Lib- 
erty cabbage” and somebody actually proposed 
calling German measles “Liberty measles”? And 
war-time censorship of honest papers? Bad as 
Russia! . . . Remember our Red scares and our 
Catholic scares, when all well-informed people 
knew that the O. G. P. U. were hiding out in Os- 
kaloosa, and the Republicans campaigning 
against Al Smith told the Carolina mountaineers 
that if Al won the Pope would illegitimatize 
their children? Remember-Tom Heflin and Tom 
Dixon? ... Remember the Kentucky night riders? 
Remember how trainloads of people have gone 
to enjoy lynchings? Not happen here? Prohibi- 
tion—shooting down people just because they 
might be transporting liquor—no, that couldn’t 
happen in America! Why, where in all history 
has there been a people so ripe for a dictatorship 
as ours! ° 


It did happen in Mr. Lewis’ book, as Mr. Jessup 
predicted, and Mr. Jessup himself, for exercising the 
right of free speech, was thrown into a filthy cell, 
punched and flogged into unconsciousness, after his 
home had been invaded, his books destroyed and his 
newspaper taken away from him. And with him in 
concentration camp were those of his friends who 
did not pay obeisance to President Windrip and his 
Minute Men. Some of them experienced the ulti- 
mate mercy of the firing squad. 

In writing “It Can’t Happen Here,” Mr. Lewis bor- 
rowed the choice manifestations of Fascism on dis- 
play in Italy and Germany and transplanted them to 
this country. When a Matteotti is murdered or a 
Thomas Mann exiled, it does not matter much in 
Fort Beulah, Vt. But when a staid citizen like Do- 
remus Jessup is brutally assaulted by Minute Men, 
when H. L. Mencken, Frank Kent, Raymond Moiley 
and Mark Sullivan become voluntary exiles, when 
free speech in St. Louis and Oskaloosa and New 
Orleans is driven into dark cellars, when the Stars 
and Stripes are hauled down in favor of a mystic 
star, when Congress and the Supreme Court become 
servile pawns in the hands of a President Windrip 
and his degenerate advisers, the lesson of Fascism 
is brought home. 

Mr. Lewis, as usual, wields the meat-ax in his de- 
scription of America under the Windrip-Sarason- 
Haik regime. But perhaps so convincing an instru- 
ment is necessary to wake this country up, not to the 
probability but to the possibility of a Fascist dic- 
tatorship. If it accomplishes nothing else, the novel 
will remind readers how infinitely precious is our 
tradition of liberty.

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ITALY FACES SANCTIONS. 

If the Italian counter-boycott of the goods of all 
nations participating in the League sanctions, effec- 
tive today, should be carried out as originally an- 
nounced, it would be a bizarre spectacle. What it 
would mean, in effect, would be active co-operation 
by Mussolini in his own economic strangulation. No 
such opera bouffe*situation is likely to occur. Mus- 
solini, while obviously resentful of the restrictions, 
is too shrewd a statesman to make such a gesture 
as cutting off his nose to spite his face. 

What is far more likely is a vigorous “Buy Ital- 
ian” campaign, drastic restriction on imports of lux- 
ury articles and desperate efforts to get war imple- 
ments and domestic necessaries from non-participat- 
ing nations. Italy, heavily dependent on imports for 
various essentials, is likely to feel the squeeze in 
certain fields very soon if the League can keep its 
member nations in line for strict observance of the 
restrictions. It is something new under the sun that 
collective action offers today in this effort to bring 
an aggressor nation to terms. Its workings will be 
keenly watched as offering a practical method for 
enforcing peace. 
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A DANGEROUS INTERSECTION. 

Leaving a dangerous intersection unprotected by 
traffic lights in the early morning hours is a grave 
and unnecessary public menace. Forcible attention 
is called to this peril by the death of Clifford John- 
son, injured Nov. 8 in a collision at Jefferson and 
Gravois avenues. The second motorist figuring in 
the accident was gravely injured. This is one of the 
most dangerous intersections in the city. Two major 
streets meet there at a sharp angle, and Sidney street 
cuts through at the same place. Yet after 1 a. m., 
traffic lights go off and motorists lack even the 
safeguard of stop signs. 

The reason officially given for turning off the 
lights is the danger of holdups in the early morning 
hours. However, a police officer is constantly on 
duty at this corner. Even were it a genuine choice 
of two evils, it would be wiser to adopt 24-hour serv- 
ice for traffic lights. Holdups are a sporadic dan- 
ger; motor crashes a constant one. In residence 
districts, of course, traffic lights may be turned off 
with greater safety. Some cities use blinker warn- 
ing signals at heavily-traveled intersections after 
the stop-and-go lights are off, and these might be 
a good expedient here. Certainly such a dangerous 
crossing, traversed throughout the night, should no 
longer be left unguarded.

The current issue of the Forestry Primer, issued 


of forestry as a science in this country. So doing, 
it celebrates a notable event in the history of con- 
servation, the appropriation in 1876 of $2000 by Con- 
gress for an investigation of timber conditions in the 
United States and the employment of Franklin B. 
Hough as the investigator. 

Obviously, the event celebrated is more important 
for what it began than for what it accomplished in 
itself. Ten years passed before a division of forestry 
was created, and more than 15 before the first forest 
reserves were set aside in Yellowstone Park by Pres- 
ident Harrison.

Great 
tracts have been added to the forestry domain, some 
of them in such states as Missouri and Illinois, here- 
tofore without national forestry reserves.

A probability of continuing naval limita- 
tion after the end of 1936. 

Japan, convinced of the impossibility of 
increasing its relative naval strength by 
agreement with the United States and Great 
Britain, denounced the Washington Naval 
Treaty on Dec. 29, 1934. Not long after 
Hitler had proclaimed Germany's freedom 
to rearm on March 16, 1935, it was revealed 
that the German navy had already been 
strengthened without regard to the restrict- 
ing provisions of the Treaty of Versailles. 
When the Reich’s construction was given 
British sanction in the Anglo-German naval 
agreement of June 18, 1935, France declared 
it was resuming liberty of action in the field 
of naval armament. On July 22, 1935, Great 
Britain served notice it had abandoned 
the possibility of limitation by means of 
ratios. 

Meanwhile, the United States remained in- 
flexibly determined to increase its fleet to 
treaty strength by 1942; and on Sept. 27, 
1935, President Roosevelt pledged the Unit- 
ed States to maintain under all circum- 
stances the ratio of strength provided by 
the treaties. 

This gradual surrender of all hopes for 
naval limitation can be propérly evaluated 
only if it is realized that armies and navies 
constitute essential elements of foreign 
policy. The objectives of policy and the 
strength of armed might may be said to 
stand in reciprocal relation. To some ex- 
tent, each determines the other; and both 
are in turn evolved from certain constant 
geographic and economic factors. 


Balked in its attempts to prepare for a 
naval conference, Britain has apparently 
abandoned hope for anything but a make- 
shift arrangement to limit competition. The 
atmosphere of crisis which has become 
chronic in Europe and the Far East ob- 
viously precludes serious efforts to curb an 
armaments race. The world is instead con- 
fronted by the possibility of two dangerous 
forms of naval competition—quantitative 
and qualitative. 

Quantitative competition is in a sense ac- 
tually fostered by the «ratio system, which 
emphasizes gradients of strength. In a 
world apparently dominated by intense na- 
tionalism ani conflicting national policies, 
it is no more than natural that inferior 
ratios should cause irritation among the 
lesser naval Powers. 

Considerations of policy and prestige have 
led Italy to claim equality with France, 
which in turn demands for its fleet a high- 
er ratio with respect to the leading navies of 
the world. Similarly, Japan demands parity 
with Great Britain and the United States, 
which have adopted the principle for them- 
selves but refuse to extend it to others. 

Where relative claims are so clearly de- 
fined, action by one country is certain to be 
reflected in the naval policies of its rivals. 
In Europe, Germany’s rearmament has pro- 
vided the immediate impetus for increased 
naval activity; Japan’s imperial designs 
have had the same effect in the Pacific. 
In both regions, an ascending spiral of naval 
armaments appears imminent, with limits 
set only by financial considerations. 

France is determined to preserve a mar-

gin of superiority over Germany and may 
thus provoke competitive building in Italy. 
Britain, unwilling to abandon the present 
two-Power standard, may begin a program 
of ship construction which would again clear 
the way for additional German tonnage un- 
der the terms of the Anglo-German naval 
agreement and bring about a _ repetition 
of the whole process. 

The Anglo-German naval agreement at 
one stroke almost tripled the naval tonnage 
permitted to Germany. The Reich may now 
increase the strength of its navy, rated at 
159,190 tons at the end of 1934, to a total 
of 420,595 tons and build a capital ship force 
equal to those of France or Italy under 
the treaties. 

Increased British construction, moreover, 
is virtually certain to be followed by Amer- 
ican action to maintain a navy second to 
none. Even if the European naval scene 
remained quiescent, the avowed determina- 
tion of the United States to preserve the 
existing treaty ratios would lead to com- 
petition with Japan. The Roosevelt admin- 
istration, while less inclined than its pre- 
decessor to make diplomatic protests, has 
already proved more willing to strengthen 
its navy. 


With the prospects for naval limitation 
slight, American and Japanese .uthorities 
have increased the pace of their prepara- 
tions to provide for contingencies. Amer- 
ican naval appropriations for the fiscal year 
1936 reached a new high of $460,000,000, with 
indications that the ultimate annual cost 
of maintaining a treaty navy would reach 
$550,000,000. Twenty-four new vessels will 
be laid down this year, which will bring 
the United States to treaty strength in bat- 
tleships, cruisers and aircraft carriers. 

In Japan, naval appropriations for 1935- 
36 rose to the record sum of 529,683,000 
yen (a yen is about 29 cents), an increase 
of 41,000,000 yen over the previous year, 
Naval estimates for 1936-37 were expected 
to top 600,000,000 yen. The Japanese navai 
minister has intimated that a new building 
program might be necessary in 1937-38. 

To this danger of quantitative competition 
there must be added the probability of an- 
other form of rivalry. If no agreement is 
reached to preserve the present system of 
ship categories, new and larger vessels de- 
signed to outclass the treaty types will ren- 
der large numbers of ships obsolete at one 
stroke. 

A possible basis for continued limitation is 
mere qualitative restriction, without quan- 
titative limits. Japan, however, refuses to 
consider this suggestion until its demand 
for parity is conceded. Should the naval 
treaties expire without being replaced by 
any agreement, the only collective experi- 
ment in disarmament will have succumbed 
to the forces which lead to war.

EW YORK STATE by a 3+to-l vote has 
N approved an amendment to its Consti- 
tution permitting reform and reorganization 
of county government. This paves the way 
for eliminating useless and overlapping of- 
fices and saving millions annually to the 
taxpayers. 

Pennsylvania, unfortunately, was prevent- 
ed from effecting similar economies when 
the proposal for a constitutional convention 
was turned down by the voters in Septem- 
ber. Eventually, as voters come to under 
stand the expense and waste involved in 
that action, we believe they will turn sharp- 
ly against those political leaders who fought 
revision. 

The great smoke raised about the costs 
of Federal Government has obscured gov- 
ernmental waste of much more scandalous 
proportions at home. Too many local a® 
sessors, too many peace officers, too Many 
counties, cities, boroughs, townships and 
school districts—these are leaks through 
which pour billions of wasted dollars. 

President Roosevelt’s phrase about the 
horse-and-buggy age applies with particular 
force to local governments. County lines 
were laid out about 100 years ago to cover 
some 500 square miles, on the average. This 
gave the farmer a day to ride or drive his 
horse to and from the county seat over mud 
roads. Now, with good highways, a county 
could be 2000 square miles in size. The 
smaller units could be abolished entirely. 

Prof. Thomas H. Reed of the University 
of Michigan recently pointed to 13,544 units 
of government in New York State, “most of 
them worse than unnecessary.” Michigan, 
he said, has 8230 units supporting 42,902 of- 
ficials, “a vast army of tax-wasters and & 
veritable battalion of death in resisting local 
government reform.”

Presidential Fishing. 


HE President calls to guests 
iT on the lower stern deck: “How 
about a little fishing?” 

The anchor is dropped, tackle 
taken from the bunker and the 
cans of fish lure are opened. The 
lure is thrown into the water to 
bring fish alongside. 

The catch may be hardheads, 
trout or bluefish. All are edible and 
provide food for the next meal on 
board.

Before noon the President must 
head north again, with 120 miles to 
go up the bay and the Potomac 
River to Washington. The Se- 
quoia’s cruising speed is only 10 
knots. 

Dinner is served in the dining sa- 
loon on the main deck, with its 
teakwood panels, blue rug and gold 
drapes at the windows.

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STANDARD GRADING 
IN SCHOOLS URGED 


Survey Shows Men Teachers 
Give Higher Ratings 
Than Women. 


A correction in inequality of 
grades given pupils by individual 
teachers would reduce the volume 
of failures in the public high 
schools, without lowering prevail- 
ing standards of scholarship, it was 
declared in a report by George R. 
Johnson, director of tests and meas- 
urements of the Board of Educa- 
tion, published in the Public School 
Messenger. 

“Tabulation of the grades given 
by each teacher in each school,” 
said the report, “reveals very clear- 
ly that no'consistent standard of 
grading is pursued by all teachers. 


The variations between teachers 
are too extreme to be explained by 
any other hypothesis than that of 
difference in subjective standards. 
In some cases, teachers of classes 
having pupils of superior ability, as 
shown by age, intelligence and 
standard achievement test scores, 
give their pupils decidedly inferior 
grades and decree a larger propor- 
tion of failures.” 


Men Grade Higher. 
Average grades given by women 


teachers were found in Johnson's 
survey to be lower than those given 


by men, with the male instructors | 


At 


giving more nearly equal grades to 
boys and girls. The median grade 
given girls by both men and women 
was 80.3, while men gave boys 78.3 
and women gave boys 75.5. 
“Percentage of failure amang 
both boys and girls is higher among 
the women teachers,” the report 
continued. “This lack of balance 
in the distribution of grades seems 


wholly unjustifiable in the light of | 


the results of the various standard- 
ized tests administered during the 
survey. In these tests the scores 
made by the boys were in general 


higher than the scores made by the. 


girls. Under these conditions, a 
further reduction in the number of 
failures recorded by women teach- 
ers for the boys would serve to 
raise the scholarship standard for 
the entire school as measured in 
this survey, if all who make su- 
perior test scores be given credit. 

“A striking illustration of the ef- 
fect of this lower rating for boys is 
found in the fact that the upper 
third of the high school graduating 
class, in all of the classes studied, 
contains more girls than boys, while 
the lower third contains more boys 
than girls. On the general achieve- 
ment test, however, covering the 
principal fields of high school in- 
struction, the upper third of the 
class contains more boys than girls 
and the lower third contains more 
girls than boys. 


Mathematics Failures. 


“In a study of failure by sub- 
odds 
the major offender. Latin is next. 
The largest ratio of failures in both 
subjects occurs in the first term. 
Presumably the introductory cours- 
es in these two fields have been 
made too difficult for a large pro- 
portion of the children permitted to 
take them. Either the course 
should be simplified for less ma- 
ture minds, postponed until a later 
grade or restricted to the brighter 
pupils capable of passing them. 
Subjects haying the smallest per 
cent of failure are art and home 
economics, each with 2 per cent, 
and music, with 1 per cent.” 

With 100 as the normal intelli- 
gence quotient for pupils of a given 
age, the median I. Q. of pupils who 
failed in the high schools was 
found to be 99.6. A decided varia- 
tion was encountered in the rate of 
failures under teachers of the same 
subject in the same school. Since 
1926 the proportion of high school 
teachers holding masters’ college 
degrees has increased from less 
than 30 per cent to 35 per cent. In 
the high schools and ninth-grade 
centers were seven instructors with 
doctors’ degrees, 261 with masters’, 
373 with bachelors’ and 88 having 
no degrees. 

Ninety-four teachers, it was 
learned, had been assigned to teach 
subjects which they had not studied 
in college, giving them an “undue 
burden in daily preparation.” The 
average time that high school 
teachers devoted daily to activities 
other than classroom instruction, 
ranging from club sponsorship or 


care of supplies and equipment to 
easy | 


supervision of corridor traffic, was 
93 minutes. . 

The report also commented brief- 
ly on retardation of pupils in the 
first three elementary grades, with 
the tentative theory that the cur- 
riculum should be lightened. Super- 
intendent of Instruction Gerling has 
been concerned over failures of pu- 
pils in both high school and ele- 
mentary grades, not only for edu- 
cational reasons, but because of the 
added cost to the school system 
when children repeated courses. 


Dr. Robert Judson Aley Dies.

IANSSEN REACHES CITY 
TO CONDUCT SYMPHONY 


Begins Rehearsals With Or- 
chestra for Friday and 
Saturday Programs. 


Werner Janssen, the American 
conductor who will direct the St. 
Louis Symphony orchestra Friday 
and Saturday in the absence of 
Viadimir Golschmann, arrived in 
St. Louis yesterday afternoon and 
began rehearsals this morning. As 
his program will contain two long 
works that are new to the orchestra 
he predicted that his stay in St. 
Louis would be one of intensive 
activity for himself and orchestra. 

Mr. Janssen came to St. Louis 
from Allentown, Pa., where he had 
spent six weeks in a hospital fol- 
lowing an automobile accident. 
After his engagement here he will 
go to Europe for appearances with 
Central European and Scandinav- 
ian orchestras. He has_ already 
conducted twice at Helsingfors and 
it was upon his first appearance 
there that Jan Sibelius heard him 
conduct an all-Sibelius program 
and made the remark, since widely 
quoted, that for the first time he 
had heard his music sound as it 
should. 

Besides being a Sibelius specialist 
bearing the imprimatur of the mas- | 
ter himself Janssen is distinguished 
among musicians for other unusual 
characteristics. He not only con- 
ducts but rehearses without a 
score. 

“It would be a mistake to 
that my memory is unusual,” 
said last night. “So far as I am 
aware I have never’ consciously 
memorized a single measure. I 
study a score until I know it—or at 
least until I think I know it. After 
that I never have to look at the

score for not only is the whole ef-| 
fect and significance of the mu- 
sic in my mind, but all the com-

posers’ directions and the letter- 
ings.” 

Mr. Janssen is also a composer, 
his compositions ranging all the 
way from tin-pan alley confections 
such as “Whoopee” to serious sym- 
phonic compositions such as “New 
Year’s Eve.” But he is not writing 
anything at the moment. He hasn’t 
an idea. 

Of other contemporary composers 
he likes Samuel Barber, whom he 
considers the most promising young 
American; Pirelli, a young Italian; 
Haapanen, a Finn, and Lopotnikoff, 
an Estonian. He sees no evidence 
that modern composition has any 
particular direction at the moment. 
The revolt against romanticism is 
definitely over but no other defin- 
ite, binding characteristic is ap- 
parent. Everybody, he said, is go- 
ing it on his own. 

Besides being a conductor and 
composer Mr. Janssen pleaded guil- 
ty of having an absorbing interest 
in the scientific basis of music. He 
is making a study of acoustics and 
—at the moment—is trying to in- 
vent a tuba whose sound will not 
get lost after being blown into the 
ceiling.

WITH THE PRESIDENT 


Says New Deal Conflicts With 
Principles of Social 
Justice Union. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Nov. 18. 
Charles E. Coughlin turned his 
‘National Union for Social Jus- 
tice definitely away from the Roose- 
velt administration with an asser- 
tion in his radio address yesterday 
that New Deal practices and prin- 
ciples of his organization “are un- 
alterably opposed.” 
Father Coughlin, who supported 
the candidacy of President Roose- 
velt with the slogan “Roosevelt or 
Ruin,” declared in his address that 
“T cannot conscientiously support 
the present policies of the New 
Deal, which to my mind, have de- 
generated into practices hostile to 
the 16 basic principles of social jus- 
tice.” 
Styling his address an account- 
ing of stewardship of his organiza- 
tion, he said, “Today, I humbly 
stand before the American public 
to admit that I have been in error. 
Despite all promises, the money 


changer has not been driven from 
the temple.” 

Makes Comparison. 
Taking up numerically the 16 
principles of his union, he com- 
pared each with administration pol- 
icy, taking strong issue on the sub- 
jects of money, labor and agricul- 
ture. 

The administration, he charged, 
supported a “slave wage” and not 
a living wage in its relief work 
programs. Policies of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration, 
he said “only deceived the farmer 
with the hypodermic needle of the 
dole,” and he characterized the 
AAA as “economic hoaxing.” 
“Like a grotesque colossus this 
administration stands astride the 
two extremities of social error,” 
he said. “While its golden head 
enunciates the splendid program of 
Christian justice, its feet of sordid 
clay are mired, one in the red mud 
of Soviet Communism, and the oth- 
er in the stinking cesspool of pag- 
an plutocracy.” 

“On March 4, 1933, I was thrilled 
to the ringing words which prom- 
ised to drive the money changers 
from the temple,” he said in his 
Sunday afternoon broadcast over a 
national hookup. 

“I thought that the death knell 
for plutocracy had sounded.

Father Coughlin declared his op- 
position to administration recovery 
policies by putting a question:

U. S.-CANADIAN 
RECIPROCAL TRADE 


PACT ANNOUNCED

dent said that both countries were 
trying to restore trade to the 1929- 
30 level, when it reached its high- 
est point. Since that date both 
countries have added to their tariff 
walls, the United States by the 
Smoot-Hawley bill and Canada by 


ders in council, somewhat like 
American executive orders. 
Imports from Canada into the 


United States dropped from $503,- 
000,000 in 1929 to $232,000,000 in 
1934, or 54 per cent. American ex- 
ports to Canada dropped from 
$899,000,000 in 1929 to $302,000,000 
last year, or 66 per cent. 

“The concessions made by Canada 
to the United States, in this agree- 
ment,” the State Department said, 
“will affect beneficially much the 
larger part of our export trade with 
her. While our agriculture and our 
industry will benefit largely from 
the expansion of their Canadian 
sales, the agreement leaves for both 
agriculture and industry adequate 
protection, in the domestic market, 
even though it opens to Canadian 
producers a larger share in that 
market. To consumers, moreover, 
the reductions in our duty will be 
of much benefit by checking un- 
reasonable increases in prices of 
the consumer commodities con- 
cerned.” 

The State Department said that 
while the rates covered by the 
agreement were not as low as those 
granted to the British empire trade, 
they did, however, put Americans 
in a position to compete with Brit- 
ish goods. 

Little Benefit for Other Nations. 


The department said that coun- 
tries other than Canada would ob- 
tain relatively little benefit from 
the reductions in duty made by the 
United States. 

“Imports from Canada of the ar- 
ticles on which duties have been re- 
duced were, in 1929, 94 per cent of 
the total imports of these commod- 
ities from all countries combined,” 
the State Department said. “Canada 
is overwhelming the principal sup- 
plier of most of these articles. The 
proportion supplied by Canada of 
articles bound on the free list by 
the agreement is also very high.” 


“Direct Benefits to Farmers.” 
Under the heading “direct bene- 
fits to American farmers,” the State 
Department attempted to forestall 


criticism by the farming interests. 


Realizing undoubtedly that the 
cattle raisers of the West would be 
incensed at tariff reductions on 
stocker and feeder cattle, President 
Roosevelt explained that the _ re- 
duced rates were the same as those 
before the imposition of the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff. 

President Roosevelt said to re- 
porters that the increased busi- 
ness of American industrial plants 
caused by the trade agreement 
would indirectly benefit the farm- 
ers who would thus have an in- 
creased domestic market for their 
products. The Canadian conces- 
sions on American non-agricultural 
commodities, the State Department 
said, mean fuller and more profit- 
able employment for industrial 
plants, 

The Canadian reductions on in- 
dustrial products included a wide 
range of subjects from automobiles 
and Diesel engines to dolls and toys. 
Under the agreement, American 
magazines, which have been sub- 
ject to varying rates of duties up 
to 15 cents a copy, will now enter 
Canada duty free. 

The United States trade negotia- 
tors apparently remembered the 
visit of the Gloucester fishermen to 
Washington two years ago to de- 
mand a higher tariff on Atlantic 
fish. Although the United States 
made a few concessions in duties 
on fish, there was no reduction of 
rates on imports of cod, haddock 
and related species with the catch 
of New England fisheries.

broadcast, distribution of pamphlets 
or otherwise. 

“As to the first of these ques- 
tions there would seem to be no 
doubt. The defense of indigent 
citizens without compensation is 
carried on throughout the coun- 
try.” 

The committee further held that 
“this proffer of service,” even when 
broadcast over the radio, “does not 
offend the ethical code.” 


Involves National Issues. 


“The question presented,” it said, 
“involves problems of political, so- 
cial and economic character that 
have long since assumed the pro- 
portions of national issues. ‘ 
These issues transcend the range 
of professiona] ethics. 

“This opinion is written with full 
knowledge of the controversial 
questions involved; of the tremen- 
dous issues which are now before 
the American people and in which 
the American Liberty League and 
the National Lawyers’ Committee 
are vitally interested on one side. 


“It is the opinion of the commit- 
tee that circumstances such as 
these render it wholesome and ben- 
eficial that there should be free in- 
terchange of views and public ex- 
pression of opinion by those best 
versed in the topics concerned. 


“This group has organized and 
appears on the one side; a similar 
group may well organize and func- 
tion on the other. Such an eventu- 
ality is more to be desired than 
feared. So long as the rights of 
the public are entrusted to those

No time will be wasted, for 
as each player puts his card on the 
table he will call its name, and his 
opponents, 4000 miles away, 
know exactly what he has played. 
All the worjd can listen in on the 
match—and this in itself is a great 
advancement, for at most big bridge 
tournaments spectators are barred 
and students of the game do not 
have the opportunity of learning 
from the champions The American- 
Argentine match will be brodacast 
by station W2XAF. The announcer 
will read the hands as they are 
dealt, so that the millions of kibitz- 
ers will know what every one holds. 
Of course, the players themselves 
may not listen to his announce- 
ments, for they must not know 
what cards their partners and op- 
ponents hold. But, after the public 
has been informed, they will take 
their places at the table and pro- 
ceed to play bridge. 

The plan of bridge games by radio 
has been carefully tested by station 
W2XAF. Not long ago it had a 
game played by amateur radio oper- 
ators in four countries thousands of 
miles apart.

minute. In a small amount of dust 
collected upon a. dish from the 
street or the air on a windy day, 
51,000 colon bacilli and 42,500 strep- 
tococci can be found. Certainly 
since these are in the air they must 
be breathed into the. nose. Why 
do they not cause disease? What 
becomes of them? 


Well, the fact is that they -disap- 
pear from the nose almost as fast 
as they are sucked in. The only ex- 
planation we have of the phenome- 
non is that the membrane inside the 
nose secretes one of the most pow- 
erful antiseptic? known in the 
world. Three recent investigators 
found that if they deliberately 
sprayed large numbers of germs 
into the nose of a healthy person, 
90 to 95 per cent of them disap- 
peared within five to 10 minutes. 
In some cases they kept re-intro- 
ducing cultures of bacteria into the 
nose every 30 minutes and the dis- 
appearance took place just’ the 
same. There seemed to be no evi- 
dence of exhaustion of the disin- 
fecting mechanism. 


An -interesting light is thrown by 
the change that occurred in the 
ability of the nose to accomplish its 
destruction of bacteria under dif- 
ferent conditions of temperature. 
When the human being who was be- 
ing experimented with was in a 
cold room no reduction in the nose’s 
capacity for disinfection occurred. 
When, however, the subject was in 
a hot room (95 F., humidity 90 per 
cent), it required 45 minutes to an 
hour for the disappearance of the 
bacteria. 


This latter fact may be of some 
use to those who like to explain 
exactly how the most common and 
most mysterious of all diseases, 
the common cold, is caused. It 
looks as if warm, badly ventilated 
rooms are the hest places to 
“catch” cold. 


Questions From Readers. 


E. W. W.: “What causes nervous- 
ness? Are certain kinds of food 
hard on the nerves? Are smoking 
and drinking coffee hard on the 
nerves?” 

Answer: The term “nervousness” 
is too vague to allow of answer to 
these questions. It is possible that 
you mean tremor of the muscles, 
in which case it may be said that 
there is no special kind of food 
which causes it, but that tobacco or 
alcohol might do so. The kind of
